MR. PARNELL INCLINED TO SUE THE 
“TIMES” FOR LIBEL. 


O'Donnell Wants a New Trial—A Startling 
Report by the Prison Inquiry Commission 
—Actor Mansfield’s Reappearance in 
London—Emperor William Starts for 
Copenhagen—Italy Takes Possession of 
Massowah—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 28.—The great ‘‘Parnellism 
ana Orime’’ controversy, which has been full 
of surprises, appears about to enterupon a 
new phase. It now seems probable that Par- 
nell, after all, will bring an action for libel. 
Since the allegations made by the Attorney- 
General in the O'Donnell case, he has always 
felt a strong inclination to proceed in the 
ordinary way in acourtof law. Although he 
has not definitely committed himself to this 
opinion he will be largely influenced by the 
fate of the amendment proposed by John 
Morley, giving power tothe members of the 
proposed commission of inqutry to report 
from time to time. The real object of this is 
to secure an immediate report on the question 
of the authenticity of the famous letters. 
Should these be proved to the satis- 
faction of the commissioners to be 
forgeries the effect on the public 
mind would be such that subsequent inquir- 
les aboutthe doings of people more or less 
associated with the Nationalists’ movement, 
would have but slight effect on the publig 
mind. It does notfollow that Parnell will 
bring an actionin an English court. On the 
other hand he would be much prejudiced if he 
elected to go before a Dublin jury. Probably 
he would compromise the matter and elect to 
have the case tried in Scotland. In the latter 
vase he would havethe advantage of a ver- 
dict by a majority of the jury, whereas in 
England the jury must be unanimous. 

O’DONNELL’S INTENTION. 

O’Donnell announces that he intends, as 
soon as his health permits, to move for a new 
trial. He has written a letter to the Speaker 
protesting against his case being prejudiced 
by the ingutries of an irregular tribunal 
like the proposed commission. 

THE PRISON COMMISSION. 

The committee of inquiry into the treatment 
of prisoners before trial in courts of summary 
jurisdiction in England and Wales, have 
signed a report giving a lamentable account of 
the existing state of things. It is evident that 
the old, old principle that a person is innocent 
until proved guilty, is actually reversed in 
practice. The committee say that the prison 
accommodations are unworthy of a civilized 
country. A large number of persons are in- 
variably congr in dell. Without 
classification. The cells are imperfectly 
lighted in nearly all the prisons. Respectable 
and innocent people are liable to be brought in 
contact with people using the fotlest language 
and disgusting habits. Many cells are imper- 
tectly warmed and ventilated. Some of the 
indignities to which prisoners are subjected 
cannot be more particularly described. The 
committee deciares that preliminaay deten- 
tion carries with ita punishment which to de- 
cent people is intolerable and of a character 
which if made part of asentence would raise 
an outcry throughout the land. There has 
long been a suspicion that all was not quite 
rightinthe police courts, but the reality as 
here depicted with painstaking minuteness 
far exceeds what was thought possible. The 
report must inevitably leadto a sweeping 
measfire of reform. 

MR. O’ KELLY. 

O'Kelly having been released on ball at- 
tended the commons yesterday, but there was 
no demonstration. He came in almost un- 
observed. 

MANSFIELD. 

Mansfield will appear next Saturday at Irv- 
ing’s Theater in Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 
There is much public interest here in this 
event. It is many years since he played in 
London, then only in small parts, and now he 
is almost forgotten. He appears a month ear- 
lier than intended, owing to the fact that 
several piratical versions of the play are 
threatened. The holders of the English copy- 
right of the novel, the Longmans, have de- 
términed, however, to protect Mansfield, and 
will stop unauthorized adaptations in accord- 
ance with the precedent established in the 
„Little Lord Fauntleroy case.

HAS MAXWELL A CHANCE? 


RUMOR THAT THE COMING OF HIS FATHER 
AND BROTHER WILL BE DELAYED 


In the Hope That the Governor Will Again 
Postpone the Execution Until They Reach 
the City—1he Statement Emphatically 
Denied by the Prisoner’s Attorneys—John 
I. Martin Tells How the President of the 
United States Might Interfere. 


Again the day set for Maxwell's execution is 
drawing nigh. More than two of the four 
weeks’ stay granted him have passed and less 
than a fortnight now stands between him and 
the, to him, all-important day. There has 
been a rumor around the Four Courts for a 
week or more past that the little foreigner’s 
attorneys were endeavoring to engineer an- 
other stay for him. The scheme, as Dame 
Rumor has it, was that they would 
not have Mr. Brooks, the father, start for this 
country until a week or so before the execu- 
tion. Then he would cable that he was com- 
ing and the attorneys would goto the Gov- 
ernor and ask a further continuance so the 
father could see his son before the latter was 
executed. As the father would be on the 
ocean and on his way here when the Governor 
would be asked to stay the execution, that 
official could not well refuse the request 
without appearing to be heartless. 
Then it is remarked that the 
mother and sister of Maxwell are 
still here, and Gov. Morehouse would be 
asked to give them time to get home. Both 


Maxwell’s attorney and the representatives of 
the State claim there is nothing in this alleged 
scheme. Mr. 

O. O. BISHOP 
of the Circuit Attorney’s office expressed 
himself on the subject us follows: 

The story is absurb. Gov. Morehouse in 
granting the stay 1 himself very 
plainly, stating that he would not inter- 
fere any further. To place any credence in 
that story is to say that he merely wrote 
his decision in a Pickwickian sense and does 
not mean what he said. It places the highest 
official in the Statein the role of a weather- 
cock to be whirled around at every little 
— in the movement of the air. When 
Gov. Morehouse granted this last stay he did 
it for the purpose of enabling Maxwell’s 
mother and sister to return homeand his 
father and brother to come here if they de- 
sired to see the prisoner before his execution. 
The Governor did not stint them as to time, but 
gave them more than twice the time necessary 

— the relatives here to return and the father 
and brother to come. It they have not 
availed themselves of the opportunity no one 
is to blame but themselves. Should the father 
start just before the execution the Governor 
would unquestionably refuse to delay the 
banging for him, asit would be a paipabie 
trick. There is nothing whatever in the 
rumor, and I don’t think Maxwell’s attorneys 
have any idea of endeavoring to perpetrate 
such a trick.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—The fol- 
lowing bills were taken from the calendar and 
pass The Senate bill setting apart a tract 
of land for a cemetery for the Odd Fellows at

Mich.

MAKING BEAUTY. 


The Cultivation of Female Charms a Busi- 
ness Now. 


There is a woman in New York who has a 
growing clientele of patients coming to her to 
be treated for ugliness, says the New York 
WORLD. They may be in perfect health pbysi- 
cally, but not quite at peace in their minds 
because of defects which render them un- 
pleasing in the eyes of their fellow-mortals, 
and she ministers to this mind diseased by 


curing, as far as possible, the complaint of 
plainness. Women go to her to be made 
thinner or stouter, to have — * color height - 
ened or reduced, to be treated for ugly com- 
plexlons, red eyes, thin bair, round shoulders 
and all the physical faults which make the 
difference between beauty and the lack of It. 
To women who are too stout she recommends 
a bath ofsalt water inthe morning, two or 
three handfuls of rock salt being put in the 
bath over night and allowed to dissolve: 
They must be rubbed down with a heavy 
Turkish towel after this salt bath, and are to 
sleep on hard beds, while the only internal 
treatment she prescribes is Congress water 
and a grain or two of roasted coffce 
chewed half an hour before meals, whieh will 
greatly lessen the appetite tor food. She 
suggests a diet of cresses, lettuceand spinach, 
with desserts of Iceland moss jellies. 

Thin women she feeds on carrots and pars- 
nips and doses them with afew drops of acid 
phosphate before meals to give them an apve- 
tite for the muffins, brown bread, oatmeal and 
fruit that are to form the greater part of eg 
diet. Put what ghe principally relies upon to 
add flesh to thif girls is a pint of sw eet milk, 
to be drunk every night Fuse before gettin 
into bed. She orders off the corsets of roun 
shouldered girls and puts them into braces 
instead, with dally exercises on a pulling ma- 
chine to help on the good work, while awk- 
ward and heavy giris are given a bar over 
which they are to jump many times a day. 
When a woman becomes too florid, she is fod 
on sassafras tea and given hot baths, and the 
pale woman has her baths cold and a bottle of 
claret each day. This ‘‘beauty doctor,’ 
as she is called, has affected some wonderful 
cures of plainness, andin several cases has 
taken entire charge of a woman for six months 
with the result that at the end of that time her 
friends scarcely knew her, so greatly had her 
9 changed. There is talk of an in- 
firma rivate hospital being established 
near } 2 ork, of which the beauty doctor is 
to have charge, and where women will go, as 
they do now to the rest cures, to undergo 
thorough treatment for ugliness. This female 
beauty -cultivator is very stern and dictatorial, 
and will Immediately give up a case if her di- 
rections are not fol awed to the letter. She 
has great hopes of her hospital, where her 
patients will be directly under her eye and 
she can see that her ideas are carried out. 
She holds that there is ro excuse for thorough 
ugliness, and that it can be to a great extent 
made a matter of will with a woman whether 
she will be pretty and pleasing or not.

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TRADE BARRIERS AND SUBSIDIES. 

The state of our trade with the South 
American States is thus set forth by the 
Philadelphia Ledger: : 

The total value of the foreign trade ot the 
South American States {imports and exports) 
is stated to be $700,000,000. Owing to their posi- 
tion andtothe fact that they need pretty 
nearly all our manufactured products and that 
we need pretty nearly all their natural prod- 
ucts, this country should have the larger part 
of their commerce, but it has only 6 per cent of 
it, while France has 23 per cent, England 2 
per cent, Belgium 14 per cent, and Germany 9 
percent [although we buy more of their raw 
products, such as coffee, sugar, hides, fruits. 
drugs and gums, dye-stuff, furniture woods, 
raw india rubber, ete., than any three other 
nations}. As for our shipping, compared 
with that of all other countries, its poverty is 
lamentable. Of the 1,000 steamships arriving 
at the ports of Uruguay in 1883 only one was of 
American registry, and the proportion of our 
sailing vessels was no better. This is a 
wretched showing for a people that occa- 
sionally have a good deal to say about thelr 
**euteness’’ and enterprise. The United 
States has to sell precisely what the South 
Americans want, and the latter have to sell 
precisely what the former wants, yet England 
andthe distant countries of the Continent of 
Europe sell 94 per cent of the goods to our 
near neighbors. This fact would seem to sug- 
gest an opportunity for our people to show 
that they jare as cute“ and enterprising as 
they boast they are. 

For this state of facts the Republican 
party’s remedy, as proposed tho other 
day, was a subsidy of $800,000 to a mail 
steamship line to engage inthe carrying 
trade to South America for us. 

This subsidy would simply add to the 
tax-burdens which deprive us of South 
American trade. As far as our tax laws 
permit we have South American trade, 
and no further. 

Of the $53,000,000 worth of products we 
import from Brazil we impose duties on 
less than $6,000,000 and admit free more 
than $47,000,000 worth. Of the’ $8,000,000 
worth we import from Central America 
all but less than halfa million dollars’ 
worth is admitted free. 

Our exports to Brazil amount to only a 
fraction over $8,000,000 and our exports to 
Central America foot up only $8,000,000. 

The ships that bring us our imports 
from those countries would take back 
cargoes of American manufactures if 
they could be had on competing terms. 
But our manufacturers in many branches 


have to pay such heavy duties on raw 


materials that they cannot export their 
wares to South America in competition 
with foreign manufacturers, whose goods 
are not thustaxed. The consequence is 
that the ships which bring us our 
South American imports must load with 
American cotton and breadstuffs for 
Europe, andthere obtain back loads of 
merchandise for South America. 

This situation is plainly one which no 
subsidy can reach or remedy. It is the 
result ot tariff and navigation acts which 
not oni prevent our shipbuilders from 
competing with foreign shipbuilders on 
equal terms, and prevent American car- 
riers from competing for our foreign car - 
rying trade, but limit our own exports to 
grain, cotton and a few baanches of man- 
ufacture which the tariff tinkers have not 
yet succeeded in surrounding with their 
Chinese wall policy. 

If the bars that hamper our trade were 
taken away, it would not suffer for want 
of unsubsidized carriers under the Ameri- 
can flag; our exports would not be limited 
to farm products and petroleum; we 
should keep more of our precious metals 
at home, and our exchanges with all parts 
of the world would be more profitable to 
all classes of American producers.

Tuer London Daily News, in an article 
which carefully analyzes the Mills bill, 
expresses grave doubt that the bill, in 
case of its passage, would benefit the 
British manufacturer. It claims that the 
American manufacturer is given better 
protection than ever by reason of the fact 
that the tariff is largely removed from 
raw materials and remains on manu- 
factured goods. The article concludés 
with the statement that data obtained 
by Mr. Schokxxnor, American Consul 
at Tunstall, with regard to the cost of 
production in England and America, 
clearly proves that on an equal footing 
with regard to raw material the Ameri- 
oan manufacturer is abundantly able to 
take care of himself in competition with 
English rivals. The more that light is 
thrown on the effects of Democratic pol- 
icy the more strength is added to the con- | 
clusion that this policy is the true Ameri- 
can policy, and is for the best interests of 
the entire country.

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Plenty for Congress 
From the Boston Herald. 

The confession of the leaders of both parties 
in the House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton that, now that the tariff discussion is 
over, it is necessary to make periodical ad- 
journments of the House, in order to prevent 
the members from indulging in undesirabie, 
because vicious, legisiation, would be amus- 
ing, if it were not humiliating. There are 
Quite a number of subjects that the House 
could well afford to attend to, now that it has 
a little leisure on ite hands. There is, for 
example, the national bankruptcy bill, whieh 
deserves to be taken up and be faifly acted 
upon. Then there is the settiement of the 
Union Pacific Railway question, which comes 
before the House with the unanimous indorse- 
ment of the committee that has been consider- 
ing the matter, with the approval of the Presi.

The Cause of Forest Fires.

The season of forest fires is here. Serious 
confiagrations are already reported in the 
Adirondacks and in Michigan, and doubtless 
more Will follow. These are largely caused 
by tourists and sportsmen who are careless 
with their carmp-fires, though some are the 
result of malice. It is, therefore, In order to 
make two suggestions: One is to all visitors to 
the wilderness, to exercise caution in their 
use of fire, for their own sake and for the sake 
of the common weal to which the needless de- 
struction of forests isaserious injury. The 
other is to all the legal guardians of the public 
domain ,to be unceasing in their vigilance and 
rélentiess in their prosecution of all wanton 
offenders. The scars of fire in our great North 
Woods will not be outgrown in a century, and 
they represent millions of dollars of absolute 
loss. The recurrence of such ravages should 
be guarded against by every means within the 
power of the State. 


A Blow at Postmistresses.

A postal card with a flap to cover the writing 
would be a good thing and would meet a pop- 
ular demand. The postal card is one of the 
articlesthat become indispensable the mo- 
ment they are once used, but many people 
are prevented from using them by the fact 
that privacy is impossible. The device which 
Senator Oullom has brought to the attention 
ot the Senate Post-office Committee provides 
tor this in a simple but effective way. The 
card is doubie and the back is split diagonally 
from the center, where the four points can be 
attached in the same way that an envelope is 
sealed. Of course thé writing could not be in- 
spected without loosening the flaps, and am- 
ple protection to the correspondents would be 
secured. There would be a small addition to 
the weight of the card, but we arerich enough 
to carry & few pounds more in the mail-bags 
without serious embarrassment to the coun - 
trs’s finances.

TROUBLE IN THE NINETEENTH WARD OVER. 
THE MAKE-UP OF THE DELEGATION. 


Central Committeeman Woodlock Objects to 
Ed Butler's Attempt te Run the Politics 


of the Nineteenth Ward—There Will Be | 


Three Delegations in the Field—The Street 
Bailread Companies Taking a Hand—Tne 
Fight in Jackson County—Meetings To- 
Night—Political Notes. 


There is a split in the Demoeracy of the 
Nineteenth Ward. In fact there are two splits. 
Deputy Assessor P. J. Woodlock is Central 
Committeeman for the Nineteenth and pro- 
poses to manage the machinery of the ward. 
Ed Butler recently moved into the ward and 
he proposes to run things. For this 
purpose he has called to his 
aid the Nineteenth Ward Hendricks Club. 
He prevailed upon the Hendricks Club to in- 
dorse the candidacy of Mayor Francis for Gov- 
ernor. This was satisfactory to Woodlock, 
who is a Francis man, but Butler went 
further, he had the club make nominations 
for the delegates to the State Convention. 
Butler was named as one of the delegates, 
while Allen Richardson, foreman at the 
Missouri Railroad Co., was se- 
lected for the other place. 
To this proceeding the Central Committeman 
objects. He says that itis the right of the 
Democrats of the ward to select the delegates 
to Jefferson City, and that that right cannot 
be taken from them by the handful of men 
who control the Nineteenth Ward Hendricks 
Ciub. Asecond Francis delegation will be 
run. Delegate John Clark and Rich- 
ard Nagel are spoken of as the 
probable - nominees. The anti-Franocis 
faction is well pleased at the turn things have 
taken and expect to carry the Nineteenth. 
Mr. Pat McGrath terday applied to Central 
Committeeman oodiock, and asked if he 
would give an anti-Francis delegation repre- 
sentation. The Committeeman said that as 
long as he is in control every contesting dele- 
gation will be given achance. It has been 
proposed to make the third ticket a 
fusion ticket, giving Morehouse one man and 
Glover one man. The Hendricks Olub faction 
wants three pollitg places, but the commit- 
teeman has never appointed more than two, 
one for that part of the ward east of Twentieth 
street, and one for the western part. 

Delegate John Clark is regarded now 
as a firm Francis man, although 
he was an ardent supporter of Con- 
gressman Glover two years ago, and at 
the election which sent Clark to the House of 
Delegates over the opposition of Ed Butler, 
the Congressman returned the favor. Butler 
was then a resident of the First Ward, but 
undertook to run things for his neighbors in 
the Nineteenth, probably with a view to his 
premeditated removal into the ward. There 
were three regular candidates in the fleld 
when Mr. Clark was brought out. At the elec- 
tio@ he polled within thirteen votes of the entire 
number polled by the three opposing delegates. 
Harry M. Snyder now says that the Butler 
is too young a resident to goto conventions. 
Mr."Snyder has. been aresident of the ward 
for half a century, and says the voters will 
2 friend Ed Butler another lesson next 
month,

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ADVICE TO THE YOUNG. 


AN OLD STUDENT GIVES THE RESULTS OF A 
VARIED COLLEGIATE EXPERIENCE. 


How to Recite—Schemes Which Render the 
Pursuit of Knewledge Comparatively 
Easy—College Ponies—Examinations and 
How to Pass Them—The “Skinning Rent“ 
and Its Use—Aids to Memory and How to 
Apply Them Advice as to the Best Means 
of Preventing Trouble at Home—Term 
Vacations and How te Obtain Them— 
Words of Wisdom and a Royal Road to a 
Diploma. 


ERMIT me to speaka 
few words of advice 
at this season of the 
year, said George O. 
Rodgers of Cincinnati, 
who is stopping at the 
Southern, when 80 
many young men are 
about entering col- 
lege, drawn not from 
theory, but from long 
practical experience, 
which may not be out 
of place, and may save more than one young 
fellow from the stumbling blocks that beset 
the path of every student. You need not 
think that I intend to give any Sunday- school 
lecture; the young hopefuls will get enough 
of that, and to spare, at their domestic 
hearths. What I wishto sayis of a more 
practical and less theoretical nature, and will, 
I believe, prove far more useful to the average 
young man. 
ACADEMIC EQUESTRIANISM. 

% have had much experiencein various 
colleges, having been obliged three times to 
change my alma mater on account of disa- 
greemexts withthe faculties. If Iknew ag 
much then as 1 do now those unpleasant ex- 
periences need never have occurred. I sup- 
pose that the model youth has no need of my 
advice, but to the ordinary young fellow with 
blood inhis veinsand withoutany bigoted 
belief in study, the results of a veteran’s ex- 
perience willbe most valuable. College life 
is most delightful, but it has some drawback:, 
the greatest of which is the necessity of at- 
tending recitations and showing at 
least a slight acquaintance with the sub- 
jecte discussed. The burden of this is 
very severe, but can be greatly lightened if 
proper precautions are taken. In the classics 
the use of what are technically called 
‘ponies,’ because of the aid which they 
render the student in his pursuit of know!l- 
edge, cannot be too highly recommended. 
After a trial of evezy kind I pronounced the 
interlinear to be by far the best breed for 
constant use. I was requested to leave 


Williams because I was discovered with one 
of these in my hand at recitation, but when I 
went to Harvard I struck upon a scheme 
which renders detection exceodingly difficult. 
The seats in nearly all college recitation- 
rooms are arranged in tiers, with board par- 
titions between. All a student has to do is to 
arrive early enough to get a back seat, 
and lay his pony on the floor, keep- 
ing the volume prescribed by the 
faculty in his hand. It is then very easy to 
turn over the leaves with the foot, keeping 
from ten to thirty lines ahead of the man 
reciting, and thus being prepared at any 
moment to go on. The interlinears usually 
sold are defective in that they bear their title 
on the back, but this fault can easily be 
obviated by rebinding. But the 
student should take care not to 
put a pony in the same binding 
as that of his regular text-book. That was the 
rook on which I split, as the fact that I turned 
over @ page at the 2 time first attracted 
my tutor’s attention and led to disastrous re- 
suits. The best plan is to choose the binding 
of some other text-book in use, as this ean be 
carried into the recitation room without caus- 
ingunpleasantcomment. ‘Ganot’s Physica’ is 
about the best binding to use, as it is a text 

Kk in nearly all colleges, and is large 
enough to contain several ponies. In recita- 
tions where no ponies are used, the text 
books can be kept open with the feet in the 
same manner, and are concealed from the eye 
ofthe professor by the back of the bench in 
front. A seat as far to the rear as cilroum- 
stances will admit of,is of course desirable,but 
this plan can be practiced on all but the front 
seats. When chairs are used, the difficulties 
are greater, but an overcoat hung over a 
chalrinfront makes an admirable screen for 
2 feet, and I have often availed myself of 

CHALK DUMMIRBS. 

In mathematical recitations, where black- 
board work is required, we struck on a scheme 
at Harvard that answered admirably. The 
use of slips of paper bearing formule is not 

be recommended, as detection is too easy. 
The boys therefore had a number of mock 
crayons made of the size and shape of the 
chalk 9 by the faculty. These were all 
compound, like a nest of wooden eggs, and 
made of celluloid. All difficult formule were 
written in pencil on these before 
enterin the class-room. When called 
upon solve a problem. the student 
would walk uptothe blackboard, take upa 
leo of chalk, mark down a few figures, and 
ben take his dummy out of bis pocket. The 
outer white envelope could easily be slipped 
off, and also the various interior envelopes, 
until the formula K to the particular 
oblem was reached, when it would be cop- 
ed at leisure. Upon the approach of the pro- 
fessor the outer envelope could be In a second 
slipped into place, and the student would ap- 
parently have nothing but a harmless piece of 
chalk in his hand. These devices are not ex- 
pensive, and I would recommend every fresh- 
man to provide himself with one, as they are 
very useful. 

The greatest strain, hewever, to which the 
student is subjected,’’ Mr. Rodgers went on to 
say, ‘‘comes during examindtiontime. But a 
wise young man can rob the annual examina- 
tion of halt ite terrors if he only knows how to 
go to work. On these ocoasions skill in re-
